A Military Corp* to be Formed 
and aa Army Officer te Act an 
Military tnstractor. 

Senate Bill No. 186 (with House 

Amendments), relative to amending 


“‘concerning details of army officers to 
Gducational jnstitations, and so forth,” 
passed the Senate on the 18th instant, 
and is now in the hands of the Presi- 


dent for his signature or rejection. 
President LeRoy D. Brown of the 
State University and Senator Stewart 
have been indefatigable in their ef- 
forts to secure the passage of the bill 
and the amendments thereto, and if 
it should meet with the President’s 
approval the Government will be re- 

to detail an officer of the army 
to act as Military Instructor atthe Uni- 
versity. 

Section 1225, as amended, reads as 
foliows: “The President may, upon 
the application of any institute, semin- 
ary, or academy, or.college, or univer-

NEW ENGINES. 


Better Time Promised Between 
Macramento and San Francisco. 


J. A. Fillmore, General Superinten- 
dent of the Southern Pacific Company, 
in an interview with a reporter in San 
Francisco, spoke of the delay of the 
Cook Locomotive Works in filling the 
company’s orders for engines, which 
were to have been sent out here in 
July last. Two of the locomotives 


have just arrived. They are described 
as a good deal heavier and more pow- 
erful than those in use at present. 
They are intended for the nger 
train service between Oakland and 
Sacramento, and the operative depart- 


| ment calculates to be able to obtain a 


speed of at least forty-five miles an 
hour by.their use. They weigh 96,000 
ne ay have eight wheels, the drivers 

aving a diameter of five feet. The 
main difference between them and the 
old engines is that they have about 
ten ton more weight over the drivers 
and can carry a heavy ure of 
steam. The ave weight of loco- 
motives in ux on the Central Pacific 
system is from 75,000 to 80,000 pounds, 
and the average steam preasure js 
from 125 to 140 prounds, The extra 
steam power of the now engines gives 
them a greater leverage and enables 
them, when leaving a station with a 
heavy train, to acquire almost imme- 
diately a rate of speed which other en- 
gines only attain after a run of several 
miles. This is a great advantage and 
saves both time and fuel, “With 
these engines,’’ says Mr. Fillmore, 
‘“‘we can make. better time, for they 
can easily run forty-five miles an hour 
on the level track between Sacra- 
mento and Oakland. That line is laid 
with sixty-two-pound steel rails, which 
will admit of fast time hejng made 
with safety.”
